The 
railroad company wanted an intelligent Swede 
to get in with the people at Romeo and un- 
cover the mystery of the mill's burning. 
Hanson filled the bill, and was at once em- 
ployed. Afew days later a young fellow, 
evidently just over, walked into Romeo and 
wanted a yob as woodchopper. He was 
about the greenest appearing foreigner ever 
disembarking in that part of Wisconsin and 
that is saying a good deal. Thrun gave him 
work, and he did good service among the pine 
stumps. . . 

The newcomer immediately was smitten 
with the charms of the woman who had 
beguiled the firat detective. The two got 
along famously together, and the young 
Swede developed a longing for liquor when in 
the presence of his charmer. One night a 
pint bottle of whisky was two-thirds emptied 
by the pair, and, in the confidential state this 
produced, the woman gave away the secret 
which the railroad company had sought so 
long. Soon afterwards the woodchopper was 
arrested on complaint of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral for some offenge. He induced Thrun to 
come to Chicago with him in order that he 
might escape being locked up. Once inside 
the offices of the Wisconsin Central the wood- 
chopper disguise was thrown off and the long 
array of circumstances he had gathered was 
unfolded to the firebug. 

Then, as he did before the attorney for the 
Mutual Life Insurance company last Thurs- 
day, Thrun broke down. He not only ac- 
knowledged that he had no just claim against 
the Wisconsin Central, but signed a paper be- 
fore leaving the office belinquishing ali de- 
mands for the loss of his mill. 

The pint bottle, with the whisky which had 
been left by the woodchopper and the woman 
that night eighteen months agc still in it, is 
now among the archives of the claitn de- 
partment of the Wisconsin Central in this 
city.

One evening last midsummer a man with a 
heavy beard, a broad-brimmed slouch hat, 
and an ill-fitting suit of clothes, accompanied 
by a sharp-looking young man, boarded one 
of the Goodrich steamers, bound from Green 
Bay for Chicago, The same man with the 
same long beard disembarked from the 
steamer upon its arrival here. All night long 
the bearded man had watched for a to 
fall overboard in such a way that a passenger 
with a smooth face, a derby hat, anda good 
suitof clothes would be left on deck. The 
old slouch hat was to have been dropped from 
the deck when the sharp young man sounded 
the cry of “Man overboard!” Thé watch- 
men on the steamer did their duty so well 
that the scheme was balked. 

Two more trips the same couple made be- 
tween Green Bay and Chicago, but Thrun was 
not to die by being drowned. The boat 
watchmen prevented that fate. 

It was then that the more horrible fate of 
being burned to death in his dwelling at Romeo 
was alloted him by the conspirators. Mrs. 
Thrun, it appears, planned the details. The 
house was to burn down. Thrun was to dis 
appear and bones were to be found among the 
ashes. To carry out successfully this project 
required wit who could be depended 
upon to prove Thrun’s death to the sabisfac- 
tion of the insurance companies. The circle 


‘of the conspiracy was enlarged to take in two 


of Thrun’s associates at Romeo. The 
side of the case had to be looked after, 


‘that, in case of failure, the conspirators would 
not suffer the penalty they deserved for the 
‘crime. As to who formed the conspiracy at 
this time the confession of Thrun leares.no 
doubt, but, as the attorney of the Mutual Life 
ad last night: All are not yet in custody 
and it is unwise to give out the list until all 
are behind the bars at Oshkosh.“ At any rate

All thé croés-questioning of those expert 
underwriters who had been trained from 
youth up in the wiles of life insurance did not 
feaze Mra. Thrun. She was cool and collected 
throughcut an ordeal which would have 
broken down any ordinary man of woman. 
Subjected to thesame test Wednesday her 
husband went to pieces almost at the outset. 

“The poor man was burned to death, she 
said at once, although the dispatch nad told 
nothing of*there being a fire. She had with 
her the insurance’ policies on Thrun’s life. 
Some women would have overdone the thing 
by a profusion of tears and sobs. Mrs. Thrun 
did nothing of the kind. She professed sor- 
row at her husband’s death, put on her wid- 
ow’s weeds, and started into collect the in- 
surance. Soon afterwards she removed to 
Fredonia,a small town about thirty miles 
from Milwaukee, 

Six weeks elapsed before serious doubts as 
to tne fate of Thrun began to be aroused. 
When it was discovered that the bones found 
in the ashes were those of an old skeleton the 
doubts ripened into certainty. The insurance 
companies prepared to fight the claims, and 
Dec. 22 the case was turned over to the Pink- 
ertop detective agency. All were united at 
that time in the search for the man who had 
taken the star part in the fraud. In January 
Mrs. Thrun, still wearing her widow's weeds, 
appeared at the offices of the insurance peo- 
ple in this city and pleaded for her money. 

The policies passed from the possession of 
Mrs. Thrun to the hands of Claim Agent 
Hanson. With the facte then in the hands of 
the underwriters it was no longer possible to 
collect the full amount of the policies, and 
Hanson began a systematic effort to com- 
promise with the companies. By some inys- 
terious influence, which is yet to be ex- 
plained when Thran’s full confession is given 
to the public with the names of all the con- 
spirators, some of the companies accepted the 
compromise and paid Hanson 10 per cent of 
the tace of their policies in order to get them 
back. 

Apparently realizing that the conspiracy 
had failed Hanson’ suddenly changed front. 
Perhaps in order to save himself. if guilty, he 
entered into a contract with the tua Life of 
Hartford to produce Thrun withif ninety 
days. At the same time Hanson insisted on 
the company paying 10 per cent on its policies 
of $15,000 (life and accident). This offer the 
Chicago manager declined with great force, 
Hanson, it appears, made a pretense to be at 
work looking for Thrun, but, it is said, told 
the insurance company that he had not been 
able to locate him. Attheend of thé time 
specified in the contract he appeared again 
at the office. This time he is said to have of- 
fered to produce Thrun in short order if im- 
munity from prosecution were given the fugi- 
tive. 

“Produce your man, General Agent Ly- 
nas said to Hanson on this oecasion, *‘and we 
will settle the question of prosecution after- 
ward.” . 

Hanson left the office in a rage. In all he 
secured about $4,000. The Mutual Life, which 
paid over 10 per cent of ifs policy of $10,000 
for a settlement, soon regretted the hasty 
step and joined eagerly in the search. —

SAYS MORPHINE DID HOT CAUSE DEATH.. 
Poison Not Thought by ne Coroner’s Jury 
to Have Killed James Waters. 
James A. Waters, a prominent lawyer, hav- 
ing an office in Room 1814 Unity Building, 
was found dead in bed at his boarding place, 

No, 3754 Forest avenue, 
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brother John. Thursday afternoon James 
came into the office slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Later he called at F. 8. 
Hendrickson’s flat, No. 3848 Dearborn street, 
where his brother lives. James, who ap- 
peared to be despondent, threatened to 
commit suicide. With the intention of 
sobermg him up John Waters: took 
his brother out to Robert Tuthill’s drug 
store, where he called for seltzer-water. While 
his brother was at the eoda counter James 
walked to the end of the store, and bought 
sixty grains of morphine from the drug Clerk. 
His brother did not know he had the poison. 
The two returned together to the Hendrick- 
son flat. James sat down in the front parlor 
with his brother and Mrs. Hendrickson, Lit- 
tle attention was paid to him until Mrs. 
Hendrickson suddenly exclaimed: 

* Look! What is James taking?” 

John Waters looked hastily up, and, seeing 
his brother with a bottle at his lips and re- 
mem bering his threav of suicide, tried to take 
the bottle from him. In the struggle some of 
the morphine was spilled on the floor, but 
John obtained possession of the bottle, Dr. 
Lumley was calied, and administered reme- 
dies which seemed to have the desired 
effect. Waters showed no effects of the 
poison and after awhile said he would like to 
go to his room. Accompanied by his brother 
and Dr. Lumley he started for home. When 
his house was reached James Waters seemed 
to show nothing beyond the effects of liquor 
and after seeing him to his room his brother 
and Dr. Lumley loft. During the night he 
died, Atthe inquest doctors who said they 
had examined the body testified that they 
could find no trace of morphine poison, go the 
jury found that James Waters died of *‘acute 
congestion of the heart, brought on by aico- 
holism.” James Waters came to Chicago 
from Texas four years ago. He was only 28 
years old, but was considered an able crimi- 
nal lawyer. He jefended Officer Slattery ou 
his recent trial for murder and secured an c- 
quittal.

Boston’s Boy Incendiary Is Unable to Se- 
cure Ball in $5,000. 

Boston, Mass., March 17.— [Special. — The 
boy incendiary, Lewie A. Wright, who con- 
ſesses to setting three fires in this city, was 
arraigned iu the municipal court today. The 
charge, in the language of the document, is 
as follows: Feloniously, willfully, and ma- 
liciously did set tire to, burn, and consume 
a certain building, the property of one 
Francis Hathaway, said buildmg bemg 
then used and occupied for of. 
fices and shops by divers persons 
whose names are unknown.“ The boy said 
he would waive the hearing, at the same time 
saying that his counsel was Horace G. Allen. 
Judge Forsyth inquired as to the officer’s in- 
tormation on the subject of the means of the 
relatives of the accused. The officer replied 
that he understood that the lad’s mother was 
not in affluent circumstances; that she was 
the keeper of an intelligence office. Tho bear- 
ing was then postponed fill March 24, the ac- 
cused being ordered to find sureties for his ap- 
pearAnce in the sum of $5,000.

: | COAL BARONS’ THREAT 


MINNESOTA TO SUFFER UNLESS THE 
LEGISLATURE DESISTS 


Ignatius Donnelly Receives a Letter Telling 
Him the State Will Be Cut Off from Its 


Persisted In—Evidence of an Uniawful 
Conibination Is Accumulating—Edward 
Everett Hale’s Scheme to Regulate Rum 
Selling by the State. 

Sr. Paul, Minn.,March 17.—[Special. ]—The 
Pennsylvania coal baruns seem to feel uneasy 
over the investigation of the combine 
now being made by the Legislature of this 
State. Senator Ignatius Donneily, Chairman 
of the investigating committee, said today: 
I have a letter from a coal baron in Penn- 
sylvania notifying me that the coal dealers in 
that State have heard of the legislative in- 
vestigation now under way, and give us timely 
warning that unless we stop it this entire State 
will de shut out from the hard coal 
market for the season of 1898.94. 
I have not yet anawered the ‘letter, 
but when I do I think I shall be able to satis- 
fy the gentleman that we in Minnesota are not 
— e seared by threats like 

Today all the books seized from Mr.

The Sergeant-at-Arms of the House and 
his assistants were today served with 
summonses to appear in the District 
Court tomorrow nforning to answer for con- 
tempt in refusing to honor the demand made 
through the writ of replevin.

Within a 
few days I have been informed that he has been 
obtaining more or less coal from your firm, Will 
you vlease investigate the matter, and get him to 
become a subscriber to this burean or shut off his 
supply of coal? 

A prominent coal dealer said today: 1 
hope the Legislative committee will see fit to 
summon the gentlemen to whom Rhodes ap- 
pears to have written letters, according to the 
letterbook found by the committee, and ask 
them to bring with them ail the letters and 
circulars they have received from the com- 
bine, I am confident that the majority of 
the dealers in the Twin cities would consent 


to appear and teil all they know about a com- 


bination which has been an eyesore to them

The bill putting farmers’ mutual in- 
surance companies under the control of the 
State Insurance Com missioner as did 
also the bill allowing free employment 
agencies to be established in cities of more 
than 30,000 inhabitants. The bill to pre. 
vent and punish corrupt practices at 
elections was defeated by one vote. The 
House passed the $2,000,000 capitol bill. The 
Senate reconsidered and passed the bill to 
prevent corrupt practices at elections. The 
bill extending the right of eminent domain 
to eléctric aad other corporations was lost. 
The bill authorizing State banks to organize 
in small towns with less than $25,000 passed. 

The House today finally passed the bill for 
the erection of a new Capitol building to cost 
$2,000,000 and the Senate reconsidered its 
former action and passed the bill to prevent 
corrupt practices at elections. 


DR, BALE’S RUM TRAFFIC REGULATOR 


He and Mrs. Livermore Want Massachusetts 
to Appoint and Pay Agents. 

Bostos, Mass., March 17. — [Special.]! — 
There was an extraordinary petition before 
the Committee on Liquor Law this morning. 
It was that of Edward Kverett Hale, Mary A. 
Livermore, and others that intoxicating liq- 
uors shall be sold only by salaried appointees 
of the State and a hearing was given the 
matter. 

The bill provides for the appointment of a 
board of three Commissioners whose duty it 
shall be to supervise the sale of liquor in all 
cities and towns of the State which shall vote 
for liquor. It also provides that sales of liq- 
vor at retail shall be made by the local agents 
at the places previded during the periods 
before which the cities or towns in which 
they are ehall have voted “Yes,” and 
such agents shall have the same rights to sell 
as are now enjoyed by persons holding licenses 
of the first, second, third, fourth, and fifth 
classes; provided, however, that they shall 
not be required as a condition to be innhold- 
ers or common victualers, or to sell food. 
For any sales contrary to law a local liquor 
agent shall not be liable to the obligations or 
penalties now imposed by law for the same, 
but for each such sale he shall, on conviction, 
pay a penalty of not less than $50 or more 
than $100, and shall, if the offense appear to 
be intentional, be forever disqualified from 
acting as logal liquor agent. All sales shall 
be made at prices established by the commis- 
sion. 

Remarks in favor of the bill were made by 
several persons and the hearing was continued 
to some day next week, when the remonstrante

LITTLE DEVELOPED TO SUSTAIN THE | 
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OHARGES MADE 


Dr. Dougall, One of the Principal Wit- 
nesses of the Prosecution, Admits That 
He Has a Grudge Against McClaughry 
—Testimony That Convicts Worked on 
the Warden’s House—It Is Believed the 
Committee Will Adjourn as Soon as 
Haley, Meers, and Cooney Complete 
Their Evidence. 


Jorzmt, IIL, March 17.—[Special.]—In the 
investigation being conducted by the Cooney- 
Haley-Meers syndicate and the committee 
appointed by the State Senate as to the official 
conduct of Maj. McClaughry while Warden of 
the State Prison and some of the ex-Commis- 
sionors a. few incidents occurred today that 
placed the attorneys for the State in a some- 
what ludicrous position as well as Dr. William 
Dougail, ex-Postmaster of Joliet and three 
times applicant for the position of prison phy- 
sician. 

Ex-Judge Moran was on hand tuday to as- 
sist Levy Mayer in cross-examin:-ng witnesses. 


per, but he did not take a hand in the pro- 
ceedings until the afternoon session. He came 
down early in order to get initiated, as Mr. 
Mayer is going to Washmgton. He appeared 
with a little green ribbon in the lapel of his 


coat. 

The first witness ex-Judge Moran examined 
was Dr. Dougall and he managed to get the 
physician to admit that the casein hand had 
been badly diagnosed by some one, The doctor 
posed as a kind of an expert and after testify- 
ing that Dr. Heise, formerly one of the prison 
physicians, who had made a certificate that 
Convict Nelson Driggs was in bad health, 
was an honored and respected citizen and a 
man of veracity, he excused his 9 — 
by comparing his action with a hypothetical 
case of a man who had been led to put his 
name to a paper while under the influence of 
the bowl. It developed later on that Dr. 
Heise had signed a recommendation that Dr. 
Dougall succeed him as prison physician and 
when ex- au Moran asked Dr. Dougall 
whether Dr. Heise was under the influence of 
liquor when he assumed that important re- 
sponsibility the ex-Postmaster was not so 
charitable about it. 

Dr. Heise and Driggs. 


But this wes not the only point that was 
made in the cross-examination of Dougall. 
He swore that Dr. Heise conferred with him 
in 1878 as to what he thought about issuing a 
certificate as to the bad health of Convict 
Drig According to his testimony Dougall 
told Heise not to do it; that if he did his head 
would come off inside of four moaths. Dou- 
gall was clear on this point and could not be 
mistaken, 

Then ex-Judge Moran read a certified copy 
from the records at Washington of the cer- 
tificate made by Dr. Heise and it was dated 
December, 1876. Ie was then that Dr. Dougall 
admitted the diagnosis was bad. The peculiar 
part of it was, and it caused some comment 
and reflection as to the ability of the Cooney- 
Haley-Meers combination, that the prosecu- 
tion had the same certificate in a bundle of 
documents claimed to be copies of records at 
Washington. Noone could understand how 
Dr. Dougall could make such 4 mistake as to 
dates. 

Another interesting feature was brought 
out in the testimony of Salmon A. 
Shaw, who was at one time the boss 
teamster or coachman of the institution. He 
18 also one of the former employés of the in- 
stitution who quit. It had to do with a 
horse trade, and by inference implicated 
“Sam Jones. The witness spoke of the ex- 
commissioner as Mr. Jones was asked if 
he meant S. H. Jones or Long Jones.

Pollock finatly per- 
suaded him to do so on condition that it the 
board did not accept the team he would make 
good the money, This was done and the 
other two Commissi ners refused to pay for 
the horses, the price bein The mutter 
hung fire for awhile and Gov. Oglesby ro- 
moved Mr. Pollock, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Jones and others, and the board 
finally allowed the bill, 

So far as getting any evidence. against Mc- 
Claughry today was concerned, there was 
nothing material. It was shown that a con- 
vict did some work at his residence and that 
three convicts set a stone step in front, but 
there was nothing to show that any effort was 
made to conceal this from the public, and it 
is known that the ex-Warden holds the re- 
ceipt of the State for the pay for the services 
of these men. Shaw was the only witness 
who knew anything positive about this mat- 
ter and he testified that only a little work was 
done so far as he knew. 


Has a Grudge Against McClaughry. 


Dr. Dougall testified unhesitatingly that he 
had a grudge against McClaughry. ques- 
tion was asked him if he had a grudge against 
the institution and he promptly replied *‘ No, 
I have not; but I have a grudge against Rob- 
ert W. McClaughry.”’ 

J. L. Doyle was the first witness called this 
morning and Mr. Mayer suggested thatif there 
were any charges against Maj. McClaughry 
that they read. Chairman Green 
then read the resolution passed by the Senate 
raising the committee and also the,specifica- 
tions. Doyle said he resided on Cass street 
almost opposite the former residence of Maj. 
McClaughry. He swore he saw a man whom 
he believed was a convict working there. The 
man told a man named Jim Lynch who 
told the witness the man was a convict.

ADDING TO ITS GOLD STOCK. 


New York’s Subtreasury Gains Largely in 
the Metal—Improved Money Situation. 
New York, March 17.—[{Special.|—In the 

last week the Subtreasury has gained about 

$1,500,000 in gold, nearly two-thirds of the 
amount being taken in today, when the in- 
crease in the gold stock amounted to $900,000. 

Two city banks deposited $800,000, and, hav- 

ing clearing-house balances to settle, took in 

exchange big and little legal tenders instead 
of gold certificates. Another $100,000 repre- 
sented gold shipped here from Canada. 

The decrease in the amount of 

legal tenders held by the banks 

has been marked, and just now the financial 
institutions appear to be as willing to take 
them as to take certificatesin gold. During 
the day there was a determined effort on the 
part of those who wish to see a rising market 
to make money easier and large amounts were 
offered at low rates. As soon as these offers 
become general there will be a = eet 
of loans, money will become plentiful, and 
further gold shipments will take place.

would be swallowed at one gulp.

HAMBURG WILL KEEP OUT CHOLERA 


Dr. Virchow Thinks America Has Little 
to Fear from the German City. 

New Lonx, March 17.—Dr. Hans Virchow, 
son of Prof. Rudolph Virchow, the du 
tinguished professor of anatomy at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, and himself one of the best 
of Germany's cholera experts, arrived here 
yesterday on board the Lahn. The professor 
goes to Chicago, where he is to represent his 
government as a Commissioner of Public 
Education at me World’s Fair. When 
cholera was mentioned he said: “It 
is my opinion that you Americans 
have less to fear that the disease will be 
brought here from Germany this year than 
last. We are domg all we can to make it im- 
possible for it to break out in Hamburg and 
other cities which it devastated last autumn. 
At Hamburg we are building new water- 
works, and these will soon be completed. 
city water will be taken from a point up the 
Elbe. Examination has disclosed’ the fact 
that the water is pure there and contains no 
germs of disease. Care will be taken that it 
in no way becomes infected, and after its ar- 
rival in the city it will be subjected to a filter- 
ing process which will, we hope, make it im- 
possible to do injury. While here I shall try 
to ascertain what the United States is doing 
to prevent the return of the pest.

Reading’s Ex-President Will Not Surren- 
der Withoat a Struggle. 

New Tonk, March 17.—({Special. |—There 
are abundant indications that Archibald A.

LATEST. NEWS. PROM HAWAII NOT 
RELISHED AT WASHINGTON. 


Announcement of English and Royalist 


Intrigues Causes a Change in the In- 
structions to Blount—Cleveland Said to 
Be Displeased at the Make-Up of Sen- 
ate Committees—Senators Discuss the 
Cases of Mantle, Beckwith, and Allen— 
Hoosier Editer on His Dignity. 

Wasarveron, D. C., March 17.—[ Special.] 
Enghsh intrigues in Ha may cause a 
change in the administration’s policy. There 
was u raising of eyebrows in official circles 
today over the dispatches which told how the 
Royalists were looking for support from the 
English interests, and how Maj. Wodehouse, 
the British Minister, was seeking to dis- 
credit the provisional government. His med- 
dling is natural enough, for he has all along 
been in favor of the Queen. It does not seem 
to have occurred to some of the officials here 
that there was any meddling by another En- 
glishman, Davies, the guardian of the Prin- 
cess Kaiulani, in coming to Washington on a 
self-appointed mission. He has been given 
plenty of unofficial encouragement here, and 
has shown his delight at the apparent un- 
friendliness of Mr. Cleveland’s admiaistra- 
tion to annexation. Davies is the agent at 
Honolulu of the Canadian Pacific railroad. 
It was he who secured the rejection of the 
treaty negotiated by Mr. Blaine, but his pres- 
ent intrigues are not so dangerous as those of 
the British Minister in Honolulu, and the ad- 
ministration seems to recognize this. 

Hawaiian matters were again discussed at 
the Cabinet meeting today. The result took 
the form of two type-written pages of addi- 
tional instructions to Commissioner Blount. 
The most that can be made out of it is, that 
the additional instructions were made neces- 
sary in the light of the last news from Hawaii. 
It is believed ‘that the reports indicating an 
increased activity on the part of the English 
have prompted a change in the previous m- 
structions, so as to offset any inroads that 
niay be made upon the influence maintained 
up to this time by the American re nta- 
tives at Honolulu. It is reported ay that 
the instructions which Mr. Blount was expect- 
ed to convey to Minister Stevens contem- 

lated a withdrawal of the Boston’s battalion

SENATORIAL RIGHTS DISCUSSED, 


The Cases of Mantle, Beckwith, and Allen 
Debated in Committee, 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 17.—The first 
of the reorganized committees of the Senate 
to get to work was that on Privileges and 
Elections, which held a session this morning. 
The only cases discussed—and that, too, in 
an informal manner—were those of Mr. 
Mantle and Mr. Beckwith, appointed by the 
Governors of Montana and Wyoming, re- 
spectively. The question before the committee 
was whether, it being the beginning of a full 
term and the Legislature having refused to 
elect, the certificates were valid and whether 
the Governor was authorized to appoint. 
The conditions in the case of Mr. Alien of 
Washington are somewhat different. When 
the term of his predecessor expired the Legis- 
lature was still in session and did not adjourn 
until the 10th of March. There was a vacancy 
in this case which it could have filled, but did 
not, and after the Legislature adjourned the 
appointment was made. The result appears 
to be the same in all three cases, and it is 
probable that it will be considered from the 
saine basis. The precedent most referred 
to 1s that of James Lanman, who, in 
1825, was appointed by the Governor 
of Connecticut to fill a new term but was 
denied his seat, and, according to the records 
of the Senate, his case was for more than 
fifty years the established precedent. It was 
held that the Constitution conferred upon the 
Legislature alone the power to appoint a Sen- 
ator for & new term. 

The present committee. is divided on the 
question, and the division is not drawn avcord- 
ing to party lines. There will probably be 
majority and minority roports, ana this, it is 
thought, will be the cause for a protract- 
ed debate, with the end in view of finally 
establishing a precedent that shail be the law 
of the Senate.

RATES REDUCED, DULUTH TO CHICAGO, 


Action Taken by the Western and North- 
western Lines—Other Railway News. 

The Western and Northwesters lines of the 
Western Freight Association concluded their 
session at Chairman Midgley’s office in The 
Rookery” yesterday. A material reduction 
was made in rates on lumber and plate iron, 
bar iron, iron’ pipe, and structural iron from 
Duluth to Chicago, Lumber was reduced 4 
cents per 100 pounds—namely: from 20 cents 
to 16 cents, The iron articles were reduced 7 
cents per 100 pounds—namely: from 22 cents 
to 15 cents. These reductions, it is claimed, 
were forced by the Chic and Northwestern 
and Wisconsin Central lines, against the al- 
most unanimous vote of the other roads. The 
lines desiring to protect Chicago interests 
tried to have the same rates made from Chi- 
cago to Duluth on the same articles, but the 
lines interested in the building up of Duluth 
interests as against Chicago defeated the prop- 
osition to defeat this city. 

Another reduction was made in rates on 
pig iron from Chicago to Mississippi River

or THE SOHOOL DESK TRUST. 


He Admits to the Senatorial Committee That 
the United States School Furniture Com- 
pany Practically Controls Thirteen Other 
Concerns—Contract for Five Years—De- 
cline of Rates—Business Manager Guil- 
ford Speaks for the Board of Education 
Figures Offered by Way of Comparison. 

The Senatorial committee for the investiga- 
tion of the school desk trust was in session at 
the Sherman . House yesterday. An attempt 
was made to call the meeting in the 
but as it was impossibie to get a quorum the 
members adjourned to meet at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon. Manager William R. Adams 
of the United States School Furniture com- 
pany was the first witness. There were pres- 
ent when he began Senators Ford, Humphrey, 
Ferguson, Mussett, O'Malley, and Noonan, 
Chairman Arnold not being present, Senator 
Humphrey was chosen to preside in his stead. 
Senator Ford acted as interrogator. 

Mr. Adams admitted that an agreement ex- 
isted between the Battle Creek Furniture 
company and the United States Furniture 
company prior. to the fire which destroyed 
the factory, of the former. His company 
bought the salvage after the fire. There was 
no agreement by which the factory was not to 
be rebuilt Keferring to the contracts be- 
tween his house and others he admitted that 
the agreement precluded any of those enter- 
ing into such contract or from selling to any 
other individudl or corporation. His firm 
agreed on the other hand to take the entire 
output of such Gompaniés during the five-year 
life of the contract. 

“You control the price of the output of 
each of these thirteen factories with whom 
you have contracts, do you not?” 

„We control the price we pay.“

of all those companies, are you not!“

Mr. Adams said the object of the organiza- 
tion was to get fair prices, but that he thought 
prices had gone down. There were about 
thirty companies outside of the organization. 
The movement, he said, was a mutual ar- 
rangement, and no effort had been made to 
get in outside companies. 

Busitiess Manager John A. Guilford of the 
Board of Education then took the chair. He 
said he was manager when bids were acce 
for furnishing school rooms in 1892. y 
were taken in December, 1891. The United 
States com came inon the second ac- 
ceptance of bids. The Manitowoc company 
was the lowest bidder. The contract was 
awarded in January, 1891, to that company. 
It furnished s on that bid until it was 
burned out. He then readvertised for bids. 
In June a contract was awarded to the United 
States company. There were two other bid- 
ders. The price paid was from $1.88 to $2.38, 
according to the desk. could not say as 
to the comparative value of the desks fur- 
nished by that company ana others. Con- 
tracts for desks for 1898 were let to the Henry 
School Furniture company of Grand Rapids 
at prices ranging from $1.85 to $2.10 for the 
same desks. He submitted figures of the 
awards since 1888 to show that the prices paid 
now were higher than in the first-named year.

Banks Call In Loans fer Speculation, and 
Brokers Have te Unload.

In the Building Will Be Shown Valuable 
Vessels, Rare Fabrics, and Tea. 

One of the quaint and artistic buildings in 
Jackson Park next summer will be the one 
constructed for the headquarters of the East 
Indian Empire. Visitors will be able to per- 
ceive in it the type of architecture which pre- 
vails among the copper-colored subjects of 
Queen Victoria who dweil on the east side of 
the Indian Peninsula. It will be unlike any 
building surrounding its location, which is in 
the improved portion of Jackson Park, close 
to the headquarters of Sweden, New South 
Wales, and Hayti.” Every feature of its son- 
struction is Oriental. The building will be 60 
x80 feet. A lofty gateway topped by small 
minarets and painted in a rich Oriental style 
will constitute the main entrance. The archi- 
tecture is Indo-Saracenic. At the corners of 
the buildmg will be small minarets. 

In this structure will be shown several hun- 
dred thousand dollars’ worth of teas, Indian 
carpets, gold and silver vessels, brass and cop- 
per utensils, and antique Indian arms, curi- 
ously inlaid with filigree mosaic work in 
precious metals. A splendid collection of 
ivory goods will be shown. 

The expense of the exhibit is borne by the 
East India Tea Association. The Indian 
growers, it is said, wish to open a market in 
America for their product. Whey will give 
the visitor a taste of the tea as it is brewed in 
India.

Richard Blechynden, who 
has been commissroned by the Hast Indian 
Government to superintedd this exhibit, has 
just returned from London, where, in co- 
operation with several well known firms, he 
has completed all the details for the display.

They are both 
dead, but their daughters reside in the vicin- 
ity of Canton, III. At some of the World’s 
Fair club meetings held there it became 
known that the daughters possessed the relics 
presented their parents by the Bonapartes. 
Among the collection are miniatures of the 
Bonaparte family, sketches by Princess Char- 
lotte, jewels of Queen Charlotte, a ring of the 
Empress Josephine, a cameo of Napoleon, 
and a number of pieces of jewelry made from 
the hair of members of the family.

TO ACCOMMODATE FAIR GUESTS. 


Another Project Added to “ The Tribune ” 
List—Oliver Sumner Teall’s Scheme. 


In an exhaustive article in Taz Tarsunz on 
hotels, either comp/eted or under way, in the 
vicinity of the World’s Fair, the Columbian 
hotels and cottages were inadvertently 
omitted.

{ will accept the nomination in the same spirit 
that it is tendered and I pledge my sacred honor 
to turn over to the city every dollar earned by the 
interest account and will accept only such salary 
as the Council deems sufficient for the head of 
that important office. I will conduct the affairs 
of the office on strictly business principles. 

Mr. Niebling has kept all the promises he 
over made, and that record is a pledge that he 
will keep this last one. As for his competitor, 
he has made no such promise. He intends to 
get out of the office all there is in it, and if 
elected will resist to the bitter end any attempt 
on the part of the Council to make him dis- 
gorge. Therefore if the voters want the in- 
terest on deposits. turned into the City 
Treasury to be used for the benefit of the tax- 
payers in making public improvements, or in 
hiring more policemen or firemen, they must 
vote for Niebling. [t will not pay the taxpayers 
to throw away $100,000 in order to elect Mr. 
Niebling’s opponent. 

Mr. James C. McShane, the candidate for 
City Attorney, is a young Irisb-American 
' Democrat who has taken some part in poli- 
tics in the past, but has not neglected his pro- 
fession. He is an able lawyer who will dis- 
charge with ability the responsible duties of 
the office for which he bas been nominated. 

The ticket as completed is a very strong 
one from every point of view. It is re- 
form from top to bottom. It stands for re- 
trenchment, economy, and efficiency, for 
clean streets, and a non-partisan public serv- 
ice—not in one department, but all of them— 
for the protection of health, aad for thorough 
inspections by all inspectors. The people have 
been saying that they wanted, especially dur. 
ing the World’s Fair year, an administration 
which would give the people these things. 
They have held: meetings, and they have 
written to the papers, demanding such an 
administration. They can have it if they want 
it. All that is requited of them is to go to 
the polis two weeks from Tuesday and vote 
for Allerton, Niebling, Van Cleave, and Mc- 
Shane. 


REGISTRATION DAY TUESDAY. 

There will be one day of registration for 
the forthcoming city election. That will be 
next Tuesday. The registration made last 
fali stands, but must be revised. The names 
of persons who have died since the October 
registration or who have moved out of the 
precinct toust be erased from the registry. 
The only new names that can be added are 
(1) those of qualified voters who have moved 
into the precinct since the last election, (2) 
persons residing in the precinct and who were 
qualified voters at the time, but who failed to 
register, (3) young voters who have since be- 
come of age or who may be of age election 
day, and (4) newly naturalized citizens, In 
some of the precincts the new registration 
ought to be quite heavy, for in a city like Chi- 
cago some sections gain in population with 
exceptional rapidity. This is especially so in 
the down-town river wards. It is so to some 
extent also in the outlying wards where new 
residences are being put up quite rapidly. 

But in the river and down-town wards large 
numbers of the floating population have 
moved out and care should be taken 
that their names be erased from the 
registry. It is probable that in wards like 
the First, Eighteenth, and Twenty-fourth 
one-third of those registered last October 
have moved away since that time. An at- 
tempt, however, is sure to be made in the in- 
terests of gang candidates for Aldermen,

The voters of 
those precincts, as a rule, are not posted con- 
cerning the changes. Thoy should be fully 
informed on the subject. These are mat- 
ters which should at once engage the atten- 
tion of the Citizens’ committee. There 
should be a vigorous effort to get a full new 
registration, and to see that while no names of 
voters are im properly erased from the registry 
those which are improperly on it should be 
stricken off,

CAMPAIGN OR CORRUPTION FUND? 

At the meeting of the committee which has 
charge of the campaign work for the ticket 
nominated by the mob convention in Central 
Music Hall on the last day of February Col. 
Michael Cassius McDonald, in his new role of 
reformer, called attention to the fact that per- 
sons styling themselves a West Town com- 
mittee are going around to men who want to 
be constables, telling them that if they wish 
their names to appear on the ticket, meaning 
the gang ticket, they will have to put up $50 
each for the campaign fund. As there are 
sixty-four constables to be elected in the 
West Town this year the West Town commit- 
tee hopes to raise $3,200. A person named J. 
J. Sloan who was present when Reformer 
McDonald mdulged in the remarks quoted 
admitted that he was one of the Town com- 
mittee- and that it had gone around and 
„touched the constable candidates to the 
number of thirty-six and had obtained asa 
result of the touch ” $1,800, We did it as 
an evidence of good faith, said Mr. Sloan. 
„We meant to use the money to see that the 
West Town election was a success, We didn’t 
mean to go against the County Central com- 
mittee. We wanted to be sure that things 
would be well taken care of when election 
came. We thought it would be a good way 
to test the Democracy of the constables.” 

The remarks of the Chairman in reply to 
those explanations of Mr. Sloan were: “ You 
have no right whatever to collect the money; 
your committee has no authority to levy as- 
sessments; get those funds into the hands of 
the county central organization.” Thus it 
appears that the objection was not so much to 
the collection of the tribute as to the custo- 
dianship. If the money is turned over to the 
county central organizanon of the Carter 
Harrison party there is to be no objection. 
The. touching committee will not oaly be 
excused, but commended, and will doubtless 
be requested to touch the twenty-eight 
constable candidates who have escaped them 
thus far. 

Now the question arises, what is to bo done 


stables are expected to pay $3,200. The can- 
didates for the other West Town offices will 
of course pay much more than that, say $5,000. 
The wealthy candidates for Meyor, City 
Clerk, City Attorney, City Treasurer, will con- 
tribute at least $10,000. The South Town can- 
didates for constables and other offices, and the 
North Town candidates, and the Hyde Park 
candidates, and the Stock- Yards candidates, 
and the Lake View candidates will contribute 
their share.

What does 
it propose to do with it? The tickets will be 
printed and handed to the voters at the public 
expense. The candidates and the central or- 
ganization ought to be at little cost therefore. 
Is the money intended fof corrupt purposes 
—to hire gangs of repeaters or bulldozers as 
tha case may be? Or is it intended for the 
benefit of the members of the committees? 

It is a matter tor some of the candidates to 
inquire into and for the public to watch. Un- 
der the new Australian ballot law it was sup- 
posed that boodle campaigns were over, but 
that does not seem to be the view of Mr. 
Sloan, Mr. McGillen, of the members of the 
central organization in charge of the cam- 

paigu of the gang candidates. And yet this 
central organization has the hardihood to 
promise reform in municipal politics. 


SENATOR PALMER ON PENSION REFORM. 

The Illinois State Journal asks: 

Is it not quite probable that a move will be 
made by the Democrats to repeal the dependent 
pevsion legislation and purge the pension roll of 
such pensioners? 

Tun Tunern thinks not, in spite of the 
very large and increasing sums now appro- 
priated for pensions, and in spite of all that 
the Democrats had to say during the late 
campaign about the necessity of remodeling 
pension legislation and cutting down the ex- 
penses. The utter failure of the attempt to 
amend the pension laws in the last House is 
evidence that there will be no changes, and 
that no matter what the Democrats said 
when out they will do nothing radical now 
they are in. They seem to dread the possible 
political consequences and the loss of votes. 

Further evidence that the Democrats will 
leave things much as they found them is fur- 
nished by the program of Senator Palmer, 
who has become Chairman of the Pension 
committee of the Senate. He says: 

I intend before the present extraordinary ses- 
sion of the Senate ends to introduce a resolution 
authorizing the Pension committee to make a 
thorough investigation of alleged frands and ir- 
regularities in granting of pensions and the pen- 
sion system generally. If there is ever to be re- 
form in this line it will have to be accomplished 
by the friends of the pensioners and not by their 
enemies. As a rule these investigations have 
been open to the criticism that they were prose- 
cuted by enemies of the pension system, who de- 
sired to raise the cry of fraud and thus embarrass 
the system itself. The main purpose of the in- 
vestigation will be to free the pension roll of 
fraudutent pensions and weed out the various 
abuses which may have grown up with the sys- 
tem, 


The Senator takes pains to make it clear 
that he is not aiming at radical changes. He 
says he believes in pensions and he thinks 
the present system is an excellent one. He 
merely wishes to weed out abuses which have 
grown up. He is against any of the changes 
which have been suggested thus far. 

It will be seen that this prdgram which the 
Senator lays. down is a very mild one. No ex- 
ception can be taken to it. It would be 
astonishing if there were not persons drawing 
pensions who are not entitled to them even 
under the present liberal laws. Hardly any 
one denies that such is the case. That there 
have been irregularities is more than likely. 
That liberal laws have been interpreted far 
more loosely than Congress inténded they 
should be may be taken for granted. All 
these thingshould be remedied.

THE MINNESOTA COAL INVESTIGATION. 
The coal combine is having a hard time of 
it in Minnesota, Its books were seized by a 
committee of the Legislature, and it is fair to 
infer they contain damaging evidence, judg- 
ing from the extreme anxiety shown by the 
local officer of the combine to recover pos- 
session of them before they can be used before 
the committee, It 18 reported that one of the 
attorneys for the combine committed an as- 
sault upon the Sergeant-at-Arms and upon a 
member of the Lower House, with the object 
of regaining possession of the books. This 
failing, the combine instituted replevin pro- 
ceedings in the District Court and sued for 
$10,000 damages, The papers were put 
into the hands of the Sheriff, with instruc- 
tions to bring the books into court with any- 
body who might resist the proceeding, but that 
offiver gave up the search and reported that 
the Sergeant-at-Arms had refused to disclose 
the whereabouts of the documents. The 
latter was instructed by a Senator engaged 
in the investigation to resist the Sheriff and 
throw him outif he attempted to enter the 
rooms or touch the books, and the Legisiature 
passed a joint resolution authorizing the com- 
mittee to retain possession. It seems to be 
the intention to test the puwer of the court to 
iaterfere with the investigation, and one mem- 
ber.of the committee is quoted as saying: 
“We are just mad enough if the District 
Court interferes to turn round and abolish 
the court. On the other hand an attorney 
for the combine says every one who assisted 
in passing the resolution is tiable to suit for 
damages and to prosecution for conspiracy. 
He says: We will see yet whether the United 
States or a lot of Anarchists is superior.“ 

The people who are smarting under what 
they believe to have been unjustifiable extor- 
tion by the coal combine for several months 
past will not have much sympathy with its 
inanager, whatever may be the legal rights of 
the parties engaged .in this battle for the 
books. Naturally they will think those 
records contain damaging evidence—a meinber 
of the committee who has looked into them 
says they do—or there would not be such a 
fierce straining of every nerve to defeat the 
wish of the committee to see what they con- 
tain bearing on the subject matter of the in- 
quiry. ‘They will be inclined to think that 
the gentleman was correct who claimed that 
in procuring theseizure of those books they 
had put their hands on the heart of a great 
conspiracy against the public, The average 
citizen does not attach any great value to any- 
thing which seems to be merely a nice point 
in law, advantage of which is sought to be 
taken as a shield against the consequences of 
wrong-doing. So the members of the Legisla- 
ture who are responsible for what members 
of the combine call a high-handed outrage 
may count on applause and support from 
their constituents, whatever may be the out- 
come of an appeal to the court of last resort, 
if such be made, 

And scarcely need it be said that the local 
manager of the coal combination has made a 
huge mistake in thus resisting the will of the 
people as expressed through their representa- 
tives at the State Capital. In such a case dis- 
cretion would have been the better part of 
valor for himself and his principals. He 
would have stood a much better chance by 
yielding as gracefully as might be to the in- 
vestigation resolved on, trying to explain the 
facts in such a way as to prevent vindictive- 
ness of prosecution, and then pleadmg for 
mercy on the ground thathe was acting un- 
der orders from a power outside the State, 
At least this is the way the matter appears to 
a disinterested observer. The combine and 
its manager will be fortunate if the poposi- 
tion excited by his stubbornness does not 
lead to the adoption of measures directly dis- 
criminating against their property rights in 
the State of Minnésota in the future, 


POLITICIANS BEAT A GOOD BILL. 

The last bit of work done by the Lilinois 
House of Representatives Wednesday was to 
strike out, by a vote of 78 to 25, the enacting 
clause of a bill providmmg that in cities of 
more than 200,000 people, meaning thereby 
Chicago, the Mayor should hold office for four 
years instead of two, and should be ineligible 
for immediate reélection. Having accom- 
plished this the House adjourned until Mon- 
day evening, which means Tuesday morning. 

Why there should be such a vote against a 
bill relating to this city only is not apparent. 
The fact that there is an election close at hand 
would not account for it, because the bill, 
which is a House gone, could not be passed be- 
fore April 4, and hence would not affect in 
the least degree the person who will be elected 
next month. He could serve only two years. 

The vote of the Cook County members on 
the motion to strike out the enacting clause 
was as follows:

Now, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the members never attend at 
Springfield more than four days in each week 
—Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Fri- 
day. They usually quit the capital at noon 
Friday. They thus put in at most only about 
half time for which they demand pay. This 
is a gross iajustice to taxpayers. Mr. Crafts 
ought to have put a stop to the practice long 
ago, But better late than never. If he en- 
forces his proposed rule of no attendance, 
no pay, it will be found that the members 
will attend pretty regularly: Asa rule they 
cannot earn $5 per day at any other occupa- 
tion to which they would be likely to apply 
themselves. Ten weeks of the legislative ses- 
sion have been frittered away already and 
nothing has been done, partly owing to the 
absence of some members and partly to the 
obstructive tactics of others. It may be that 
when a full attendance is secured not 
much will be done, but at any rate it will look 
better, and there is somethmg in that. It is 
to be hoped that Mr. Crafts will go ahead 
with his scheme and not weaken at the last 
moment,

A cABLEGRAM brings news of the death of 
Jules Francois Camille Ferry, only a few days 
after his election to the Presidency of the 
French Senate, his predecessor having retired 
amid the storm of popular indignatidn follow- 
ing the revelationsin the Panama scandal. 
M. Ferry wasone of the best known and 
most able statesmen of France. He was born 
at Paris in 1823 and admitted to the bar in 
1848. He attracted attention by steadily op- 
posing the empire under Napoleon III., and 
won renown by several able articles con- 
tributed to the political journals. He was a 
member of the legislative body for 
1869.70. At the revolution in 1870 he 
was proclaimed a member of the govern- 
ment of the National Defense, was elected 
to the Corps Legislatif early in 1871, and the 
following March was appointed Prefect of the 
Seine. He was Ambassador to Greece in 
1872.73. Minister of Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts in 1879-’80, President of the Council 
from Sept. 23, 1880, to Nov. 15, 1881, Minister 
of Public Instruction in 1882, was appdinted 
Prime Minister Feb. 21, 1883, and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs the following November, re- 
tiring in January, 1886, on a change of admin- 
istrahon. His colonial policy, particularly in 
the Tonquin business, was unpopular because 
of the loss of life and expense involved, and 
since then he has figured little in public 
till recalled into activity as President of the 
Senate. The change was such a great one 
that it may well be supposed the revulsion had 
something to do with causing his death.

„Charles Darwin,” by Francis Darwin. 
(New York: D. Appleton & Co.) This is a 
convenient abridgment of the Life and 
Letters of Charles Darwin, with some 
additional matter. For the general reader the 
book supplies about all the information he re- 
quites concerning the patient, simple-minded, 
modest worker who modified so profoundly 
the scientific thought of his on: On this 
point he has himself remarked: It has some- 
times been said the success of the 
‘Origin’ proved that ‘the subject was in the 
air,’ or that ‘men’s minds were prepared for 
it. I do not think that this is strictly true, 
tor I occasionally sounded not a few natural- 
ists, and never happened to come across a 
single one who seemed to doubt about the 
permanence of species. I tried once or twice 
to explain to able men what I meant bY natural 
selection, but signally failed. What I believe 
was strictly true is that innumerable well ob- 
served facts were stored in the minds of nat- 
uralists ready to take their proper places as 
soon as any theory which would receive them 
was sufficiently explained.“ The autobio- 
graphical chapter and the chapter on Dar- 
win's religious views are excep- 
tionally interesting.

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Liquidation and Increased Selling Supply 
the Chief Basis of Activity. 

New Yorx, March 17.—Bradstreet’s weekly 
Wall street review will tomorrow say: Liq- 
uidation, attended by increased selling for the 
short side of the account, supplied the chief 
basis for activity in this week’s market. Fi- 
nancial stringency, with high rates and uncer- 
tainty regarding the outcome of the present 
complications, have been fatal to speculation 
and produce a waiting disposition not unmixed 
with more or less apprehension. The clear- 
ing away of weak accounts, which has now 
been in progress for some time past, has, 
however, left the market in the hands of strong 
interests while the steady and in some in- 
stances excessive declines have reduced 
values to a basis which reduces the 
danger of further liquidation.

In a taik with a 
reporter for Taz Trisunez yesterday Mrs. Judd 
told of the aims and objects of her work. 

* My idea is to help both the mistress and 
servant, and both in a practical manner. 
When one of the latter comes to me for work 
I take her on trial for two weeks witn the un- 
derstanding that if her work is good she shall 
receive the wages she demands, which in most 
eases is large. If on the contrary she is in- 
efficiént I give her the opportunity of remain- 
ing with me at small wages and receiving in 
return the best of instruction. As they ad. 
vance they are paid in proportion, and if they 
wish I will see that they secure good homes. 

On the other hand, when the mistress of a 
household 1s undergoing a period of disorgan- 
ization, which unfortunately does occur even 
in the best regulated families, I expect to fill 
a long-needed want. I will go to any house, 
with one, two, or more assistants, sweep, dust, 
scrub, wash, iron, and bake, and in fact do 
any Of the thousand and one things that may 
be needed to put the household in order. [ 
will also go to any house for one or more days 
and instruct the servant or servants in any 
branch of domestic service, as I consider one 
day’s teaching in an ordinary kitchen equal to 
three months in a cooking-school.”’

-.° Proposed Act Changes the Whole Body 
of the Real Estate Law-—The Recorder 
Made a Judge from Whose Decisions 
There Is: No Appeal—Statutes of Limi- 
tations, Descent, Conveyancing, Wills, 
and Evidence Wiped Out. 

A. M. Pence has written a letter to Speaker 
Crafts of the Illinois House of Representatives 
protesting against the Torrens reai estate bill 
—so called—which has been introduced in the 
Legislature. The letter follows: ; 


To the Hon. Clayton E. Crafts, Speaker of the 
House of tatives: The public is not 
aware that ding in the Legisla- 
conse- 


sufficiently by those having 
full knowledge of the subject. Our present real 
estate law is the growth of ceuturies. It has been 
22 and shaped by many hands and heads. 
and whatever its provisions are today, they are 
the result of the largest discussion and considera- 
tion by the ablest men of the past, the sages of 
the law. There are undoubtedly existing today 
some among us who believe that they have the 
capacity by a single stroke of the pen to establish 
a perfect system of laws upon any subject. Those 
who have some knowledge of the matter know it 
cannot be done, that law is a wth and evolu- 
tion, and that the} growth of three or four centu- 
ries cannot be destroyed at the will of. any one, 
and something entirely new be putin its place 
without the greatest danger and confusion. 
Speaking of two small changes made by the 
statute of New York in the law of perpetuities 
Mr. Gray, in his work upon that subject, says: 
Sec. 750. The joint effect of these two causes is 
that in no civilized country is the making of a 
will so delicate an operation and so likely to fail 
of success'as in. New York. Before the passage 
of the revised statutes there seams to have been 
but one case before the courts in that State in 
which the remoteness of a limitation was called 
in issue, and that presented only a single question 
of construction. Since the passage of the revised 
statutes there have been over 170 reported cases 
on questions of remoteness. They are given in a 
néte. This enormous amount of litigation is ver- 
haps as striking an illustration as could be found 
of the — eg attendi radical legislation. 
Such legisla is ind sometimes necessary, 
but it is not the simple work those engaged in it 
often suppose.” 
Mav Nat Be So Simple. 


It may be that the proposed change is not the 
simple work its proponents seem to think. Let us 
examine it. 

It proposes to violate the Constitution by mak- 
ing a judge out of a recorder of deeds in a man- 
ner unknown to its ion. A person author- 
ized to hear and determine exercises judicial 
functions. The law is clearly unconstitutional. 
It proposes also to confer jurisdiction upon such 
new judge without the right of a rehearing or of 
an appeal. —ͤ—ͤ— — to confer the power upon 
him to hear determine cases without notify- 
ing the parties in interest and behind their backs. 
It confers upon such new judge the office of coun- 
sel for both parties as as the power to inves- 
tigate and rmine. It constitutes the most 
powerful court known in any civilized Hanon. A 
court which cannot grant a rehearing of its own 
order—a court that cannot grant an appeal. It 
is a court of first instance and also an appellate 
and supreme court, all in one. 

Not only this, it proposes new rules of evidence, 
or rather it abolishes all rules of evidence, and 
confers upon each Recorder the right to deter- 
mine a case upon any kind of evidence, hearsay, 
affidavits, abstracts, a bank k, or upon any- 
thing whatever which may seem in the judgment 
of the Recorder as tending to prove the title. 
Sach evidence wong Be — y worthless accord - 
ing to the canons laid down by the es of the 
past. He is controlled by nothing, and there is 
no appeal. Is the property of any. citizen to be 

la beyond his control without a hearing? It 
true that Sec. 16 refers to the right of applicant 


to withdraw the evidence, including abstracts of 


title, which would seem to indicate that abstracts 
of title would probably be considered the best 
evidence ofa title. Such being the inference, it 
seems that every man who desires to come under 
this law must furnish to the Recorder an abstract 
of title, and it this be so, it would look like a neat 
little corner created for .the benefit of the ab- 
stract men. It was not so intended, I am sure, 
but such is the effect. 

There are some innocent people who suppose 
that there should be no real distinction between 
real estate and personal property, and the 
one should be transferred as readilY as the other.

Specialists Are Necessary. 


In order to —— upon these questions intelli- 
gently it has been found that specialists become 
necessary, and that the ordinary layman is in- 
capable of understanding what it has taken cen- 
turies to develop. And this, too, is the result of 
a complex civilizanon. Only a few persons can 
make a steam engine or paint a picture. So only 
a few can keep pace with the complex results of 
the law, and it is impossible to simplify the mat- 
ter on account of the very nature of the subject. 
In all new countries civilization is simple, and 
also is the law. What will be sufficient in Austra- 
lia will not answer the purpose in Chicago. 

Reformers will say, why not abolish all these 
thi which are the mere mummery of the law- 
yers? You may indeed abolish the name, but the 
thing itself remains and everything in this world 
must have a name, and you make no progress by 
taking away one name when another will be in- 
vented for same facts. and conditions. You 
have the thing although you abolish the name. 
Half a centu it was imagined by the re- 
former that distinction between law and eauity 
could be abolished, and, hence, the name of decla- 
rauon and billin chancery were abolished and 
the name petition was substituted for both. But 
we all know that the principles of equity juris- 
prudence were not thereby abolished. The fact 
could not be changed by depriving it of a name. 
Not one inch of progress has been made by such 
a change, but volumes of decisions are the result 
in the effort to explain the new system. 

The worst part of this proposition is that it pro- 
poses to establish two systems of real estate 
alongside of each other. 


Wipes Out Limitations. 


This act with reference to all lands brought 
within its operation by implication repeals all 
or parts of our most important statutes. It re- 
peals’ by one sweep of the pen four great statutes 
of limitations—viz.: the twenty years’ occupa- 
tion statute, the seven years’ residence statute, 
the seven years’ occupation with payment of 
taxes, the seven years’ payment of taxes on unoc- 
cupied land followed by occupation.

Now is it supposed that 
each of the million and a half of ple of this 
city will w through the Court-House and hunt 
for this lot periodically, even in case the public 
kaew that such act was required of them, which 
they would not? Or suppose any of us should 
mevt the technical description of our own prop- 
erty 4 — street would we recogn — it? This 
proposition of constructive notice after the de- 
cree is passed by the Recorder is absurd. 


There Would Be No Redress. 


But if a party in whom the Recorder estab- 
lishes a title should sell to a stranger imme- 
diately or betore the expiration of five years such 
a purchaser would take a conclusive title and 
there would be no redress. But after the title is 
once established, then the Recorder, upon appli- 
cation of the purchaser, etc., gives a certificate of 
title to the new man, which is conclusive. There 
remains no remedy.

But the proponents of this bill strike out the 
most important provisions of the Torrens bill, as, 
for instance, in that bill all in interest 
must be individually notified in advance of the 
pro adjudication, and parties must con- 
tribute to a guarantee fund to protect parties 
who suffer loss at the hands of this new court. 
But these gentlemen do not require notice to the 
parties in interest, nor do they provide any guar- 
antee fund for those who suffer toss. Those are 
the o provisions in the Torrens law which 
make it tolerable, and yet these are stricken out. 
What madness has seized these gentlemen? 


Overturns Every Statute. 


I know it is quite the habit to decry the lawyer 
as a person who is always wa out for bis 
own individual interest, and some will accuse 
him of being narrow if he does not coincide with 
the popular view, but in this case how can it be 
claimed that it is for the individual benefit of the 
lawyer to oppose this bill when it is absolutel 
certain to create a crop of rr as to whic 
no living man will see the end? If the change of 
the law on perpetuities in New York has produced 
170 cases in the Court of Appeals alone, and which 
destroys the wills of such men as S. J. Tilden, 
what must we expectof a law which overturns 
every statute of the State which in any manner 
affects real estate titles? 

I have not the time to point out the many other 
absurdities in this law. I will mention only one. 

What would this cost the real estate owners of 
Cook County? There are 2,300,000 lots and par- 
cels of land in Cook County which appear on the 
assessment rolls. The cost of a separate abstract 
for each is something overwhelming. 

But there is another view in this connection. 
Experience shows that one lawyer can only exam- 
ine on the average one abstract per day, and 
hence it would take one lawyer 9,500 years to ex- 
amine all those titles, or it would take 1,000 law- 

ers nine years and a half to do the same work; 

ut as the act provides that two lawyers shall 
pags upon each title it would require 2.000 law- 
yers ten years to do the work alluwing for sick- 
ness and holidays. This would seem a pretty 
heavy burden. 

The Recorder is allowed only $15 for himself and 
his two examiners, $ going to each. At this rate 
it would cost the people only forty millions of dol- 
lars to start this — exclusive of the cost 
of abstracts necessary to enable the recorder to 
determine these titles, which abstracts, by a close 
estimate, would not cost more than a hun 
millions of dollars. 

It may be chat some will think of it to the in- 
terest of the title guarantee es that this 
law should not pass, which conclusion the facts 
will hardly justify; yet. in fairness, I should say 
that I am sometimes employed as counsel by one 
of these companies, and if it is thought my judg- 
ment may thus be influe by the few dollars 
so received by me. then all I ask is that the ppb 
lic may examine the facts set forth and judge for 


itself. 
My only desire isto call attention to what I 


deem almost a crime against our peace and pros- 
perity.

NEW MAGAZINE GUN TO.HAVE A TSIAL. 


All the Shots in Lee’s Arm May Be Fired 
Without Lowering the Piece. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 17.—[Special. ]— 


A new magazine gun has been submitted to 


the government which is attracting much at- 
tention among the military men. Its inventor 
is James P. Lee, the originator of the maga- 
zine principle where cartridges are side by 
side. The Board of Government Examiners 
will be at the arsenal here March 30 to give 
this new gun a trial. M. H. Durst, inventor 
of the Durst magazine, is on his way from 
Liverpool, and at that time will submit that 
arm to the board for the tests ordered by the 
military authorities. The gun invented by 
Lieut. H. K. White, U. S. N., has been for- 
warded to Washington for examination by the 
Navy Department prior to the tests by the 
Ordnance Board, which was reconvened in 
the interests of the White and Lee guns 
primariiv to give American inventors the 
earliest opportunity to be heard. 

‘The new arm which Mr. Lee has had made 
has a ten shot clip which can be used as rap- 
idly as the old five shot clip. The entering of 
the five shot clip occupies as much time as the 
firing, and the saving in time by the new idea 
will prove of great importance in an engage- 
ment. The magazine with ten rounds is held 
in reserve, the piece being used as a breech- 
loader at will. The fring is effected without 
loweri the gun from the shoulder, the 
„straight pull back being the principle in- 
volved. r. Lee’s solution in his new inven- 
tion lies in the ejector throwing the shell for- 
ward. The average weight of the new gun 
will exceed nine pounds. 

Another 14 in the new gun 
is that it becomes automatically inoperative 
when the ten shots in the magazine have been 
used. The soldier cannot in a moment of ex- 
citement continue the firing movements with 
an empty clip, a difficulty that has not been 
overcome in the magazine arms at present in 
use. The Lee gun is also admirably adapted 
to the cavalry service.

Judge wertes 1 the Point in a 
Decision Affecting the Creditors of the 
Powerville Felt Roofing Company Now 
in the Hands of a Keceiver—Three As- 
sumpsit Suits Brought by William 

Charles and A. W. Stolt Against Ed- 
ward Gilman and William E. Shepard. 
According to Judge Horton a pledgee can- 
not obtain the appointment of a receiver and 
then sell the pledge without an order of court. 

The question arose in the case of Judson and 

others against the Powervilie Felt Roofing 

company. Tho latter stored with the National 

Storage company a quantity of roofing paper. 

Warehouse receipts were issued and indorsed 

by the company in blank and then pledged to 

the Bankers’ National Bank as collateral 
security to a $5,000 note. Afterwards the 
bank and others secured the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the Powerville 
company. Soon after the bank sold 
the roofing paper, but the receiver re- 
fused toallow the purchaser to remove it. 

‘The court, under. these circumstances, was 

asked to confirm the sale. Judge Horton did 

this qualifiedly by requiring the bank to hold 


the money subject to suit by the other cred- 


itors. In other words. thecourt p 
right of the other creditors to attack the valid- 
ity of the indebtedness to the bank. The 
rights of the pl to hold the property 
and when sold apply the proceeds to its debt 
was not affected by the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, the court said. pledgee, could 
not, however, get a receiver appointed and 
then freeze out the other creditors by a sale of 
the pledge without. an order of court,

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She Flourished Fifty Years Ago and Had 
Things Her Own Way. 

Woman, it seems, has an added count in 
the long indictment already against her.

An idea! sou could not possibly be the oom- 
fort, the compaay, and the companion which 
the idéal daughter would be. She 1s, likewise, 
her father’s idol. | 

But ideals differ. The daughter who seems 
perfect to one would disappoint another. 
Each one has an ideal. And this is what a few 
of the most celebrated people in the country 
have to say on the subject: 

„What would I like my daughter to be!“ 
queried Mary Mapes Dodge, as a New York 
Recorder reporter was shown into her artistic 
sanctutn in the Century Builamg. Really, I 
do not know. Ihave no daughter, so how 
can I tell how I would like to have her grow 
up? Everything depends upon the girl her- 
self. Ifshe wero a studious girl, I would 
think it wicked not to give her a college edu- 
cation. But if she had no taste for books | I 
should endeavor to train her mind into artis- 
tic pursuits. 

“I do not tmnk travel is an educator. 
That i, not to all people. It depends upon 
the powers of observation and the memory of 
the person who travels. It my girl were 
merely frivolous and comfort-seeking, I 
should not try to educate her by journeying 
with her from one end of the earth to the 
other, for she would merely enjoy the luxuries 
of palace cars and steamer cabins, without 
learning the things which I desire her to learn. 
Such a girl would have to be educated at 
home, using, perhaps, bribes to make her do 
her vart in the scheme of education I should 
map out for her. 

_ & Society Woman's View. 

Mrs. Paran Stevens has very decided ideas 
about bringing up a girl, and she knows exact- 
ly how she would like a girl to become when 
a woman.
